17 year old Roy Allen Wheeler 
Jr of 1564 Main Street Tewksbury 
had only been in the water a few 
moments when he was seized with 
cramps, 

The three companions who had 
accompanied him went to help - 
15 year old Russel G Wheeler of 
the same address, Neal E Crowley 
of 28 Kent Street, and Kevin Lon- 
ergan of 29 Kent Street, all of 
Tewksbury. 

George Mulse, 18, of 8 Spring 
Avenue, Wakefield, who was also 
in the old gravel pit, went to the 
aid of the boy, assisted by Carl 
Muise, also of Wakefield, but not 
a relative, 

Russell Wheeler, while in the 
water attempting to help, was also 
seized with cramps and began 
calling for help, 

The two Wakefield men pulled 
Russell about 15 feet, to shore, 
and then raced off in George Muis- 
es car to a gasoline station in No, 
Reading, where the called the No, 
Reading police. 

The North Reading police, be- 
Meving that the drowning was taking 
place in Wilmington, called the 
Wilmington police, and within se- 
conds, the Wilmington police crul- 
sers, ambulance, civil defense 
rescue wagon and other vehicles 
were on the way to the scene, 

The first Wilmington policeman 
to arrive on the scene was Officer 
John Ritchie, who found a woman 
attempting to resuscitate Roy, who 
was now on the beach, 

Ritchie used a small hand re- 
suscitator on the young man, and 
the Fire Department, arriving in 
less than a minute, used oxygen, 
but without any success, 

Dr Gerald Fagan, who arrived

ONE HUNDRED 
YEARS AGO 


One hundred years ago thistown 
was a staid Yankee place of about 
750 population, where nothing ever 
happened, 

There was no Wilmington Square 
only a few homes, near a railroad 
station, which stood on the south 
side of what is today Burlington 
Avenue. A Jaques family lived 
where the church Street hardware 
stands, and there wasn’t much 
more to be seen, 


‘rhe center of town, such as it 
was, waS on Middlesex Avenue, 
at the intersection of Glen Road, 

Here stood the Congregational 
parsonage across the street, and 
here was the home of Walter Blan- 
chard II, scion of one of Wilming- 
ton’s oldest families, 

Nearby was the church, and the 
places where such industry as Wil- 

ington had, in those days - the 

nd Cracker factories (there was 
‘also a tannery - the Perry Cutler 
Tannery, later Harriman’s andthe 
Adams Pump Factory, where the 
American Legion Hall is today) 


This was the social center of 
Wilmington, It was known as Ni- 
chols’ Corner, for Samuel. B Ni- 
chols lived on one of the corners 
of Wildwood Street, and conducted 
a general store there, 

Starting at what 1s now the Town 
Hall, and proceeding towards what 
is now the High School, there were 
very few buildings on the south side 
of Middlesex Ave, 


The town hall was an abandoned 
building, formerly a Free Will 
Baptist Church, Behind it a bap- 
tismal font ~ open air variety, lying 
unsued, The church had been 
closed for a dozen years, and it 
would be another dozen before the 
town took it over as a Town Hall, 

Next to the church, in a building 
that still stands, was the home of 
Warren Eames, 31 years old, one 
of the doughty Eames family which 
has served their country in nearly 
every war, 


Then, in a field, stood the Bond 
Cracker Factory, followed by the 
Congregational Parsonage. The 
parsonage, in those days, had nc 
front porch. The minister wasthe 
Rev, Samuel H Tolman, a man of 
some literary talent. : 

Samuel B Nichols lived in the 
Nichols home. He conducted a gen- 
eral store, where the men folks 
could be found in the evening, dis~ 
cussing local events, 


The Nichols home looked much 
as it does today, when viewed from 
Middlesex Avenue, A long well 
sweep was between the home and 
Wildwood Street. 

Further down the street Mr. 
McElroy, an Irish immigrant, lived 
in a home which no longer exists, 
and beyond his home was the 
second Cracker Bakery ofthe Bond 
company. 


Across the street, in the fine 
McMahon home of today, dwelt 
Deacon James Skilton, a forbid- 
ding looking man, with a heavy 
square beard - all black, 

Where Dr and Mrs Ernest Mac~ 
Dougal live today was the home of 
Mrs James Shepard, Walter Blan- 


«g_chard lived where Mr and Mrs 


John Hayward live today. 


This then, was the center of the 
social life of Wilmington, in the 
spring of 1864 - except for the 
church building, and that burned 
down on Feb, 15, 1864. 

Tt hid been built in 1814, It 
was white, and stood about where 
the present building is, but was 
smaller in size, although the gen- 
eral outline was the same (if one 
does not include the parish house, 
in back), 


Between the Blanchard home and 
the church was a row of pines, 
probably planted in 1814. Some of 
them exist today, badly scarred 
but still alive. ~ 

Behind, and to the north side of 
the church stood the horse sheds, 
always an important fixture in the 
days before automobiles were in- 
vented,

older is the Tweed- Manning House 
on Ballardvale Street, now empty. 
Et stands on the reconstructed por 
tion of the street, about one half 
mile north of Route 125, 

The Tweed Manning House was 
most certainly standing a fewyears 
after 1700, and Arthur Thomas 
Bond, a historian of Wilmington, 
in 1904 expressed the opinion that 
it dated back to 1666, which would 
make it the oldest house in Wil- 
mington. 

About 1870 it was the home of 
Deacon Levi Manning. It is at 
present unoccupied, and is pro- 
bably in a bad state of repair, 

The William Butter I House, 
on Chestnut Street, (next to the 
Apple Monument) was built about 
1685, by the second of the Butters 
family to live in Wilmington. It 
has been extensively restored by 
its present owner. 

The home of the late Herbert 
C Barrows, near the Avco facility, 
on Woburn Street dates back to 
1703, or perhaps as far back as 
1697, 

The old Morrill Homestead, on 
Middlesex Avenue, for many years 
now the home of Carl F Connor, 
was built about 1705 by Daniel 
Snow, who purchased land in the 
vicinty of the brook in 1702 and 
established a saw mill there, 

Mr Snow sold the home in 1722 
to Kendall Pearson, who in turn 
sold it to Benjamin Lewis in 1737, 
and he sold it to the Rev, Issac 
Morrill in 1742, 

Several generations of the Mor- 
rill family (and a least one slave, 
Dinah) lived in this home, until 
the death of Deacon Cadwallader 
Morrill in 1881, 

The house has been extensively 
altered, 

The Squire Eames House, in
